Tru man, that Lewis last week call­ 
ed more than 425,000 miners ou t oi 
the pits for two weeks. That act­ 
ion resu lted in the shu t down of 
practically all mines east of the 
Mississippi, with the su b sequ ent 
lay-off of over 70,000 railway wor­ 
kers. 
The Senate vote was the second 
reversal for I-ewis, head of the 
United Mine Workers On the first 
day of the walkou t March 14, the 
Senate interior committee voted 
10 to I for confirming Boyd. 
Bovd was first nominated for 
the federal job two years ago b u t 
the 80th Congress did not act on 
the appointment.
